Foreigners 
will often respond to the beseeching look 
of weakness becauso it is tho hoUor and 
therefore the fitter side for sympathy \ 
but the response of the Britishqi* is spon- 1 
taneous, right or wrong. He will shout 
with tlie mob, “ Stop thief I” and no one 
will be able to decide from whut country 
he hails ;• but let tho jeneo of the constable 
lie on the chest of tlie wrongdoer, his 
hands in irons, and hia head bleeding, and 
the national proclivity of the stranger will 
at once show itself. If the officer is need* 
lessly cruel, others mayrinterfere from choice 
or from iiatui'O : they 7rtay— he In 

1S34 this national characteristic displayed 
Itself after a national fashion/’ Britannia 
went forth with, twenty millions in one 
hand auda manumittinghamincrinunother, 
and freed helpless, shivery from its fetters. 
We do not rate this quality very high 
among human virtuea j, it is ’there and 
must take its course among the rest. The 
story has been told a thousand times of .-a 
haughty old Greek who hawked a brick 
through the Grecian markets as n specimen 
of a building he had for sale. The British 
I household is not in the market yet whin 
it is, the natural feature abjye referrod 
to may be of use as a samj^e; * •; '■ 

In the case of Mr Wheitbr, wliich has 
often ttimed up in our columns,’ the na- 
tional tendency had a spontaneous illustea- 
tion. He had become weak where it -.was 
no dishonor to be so — where his weakness 
could cost him nothing but nwney, Then 
the natural propensity of his countrymen 
came to the rescue.

The Intercolonial Conference which met 
in Melbourne closed its sittings on the 5th 
nit. Whilst in progress, various and im- 
portant matters touching tho good govern- 
ment of the colonies wera discussed. No- 
thing, of course, was finally settled, Tho 
Conference did not possess any independent 
legislative powers, but it represented all 
the centres of legislation in the colonies, of 
which the member's were deiegutes. The 
Conference is in itself a great fact, apart 
from its discussions and recommendations. 

It is a symbol of progress : it is a sign of 
our freedom as British subjects. Personal 
government is often nothing more and 
nothing better than the dominion of igno- 
rance and brutal cruelty over the intelligence 
and -well-disposadness of a nation. But it 
is the glory of a free people to bo governed 
by the united counsels of superior wisdom 
combined in conference for the general 
good. ■ We look to the Intercolonial Con- 
ference, and take hope for the future. 

Many questions of great moment to the 
colonies xvere introduced and determined, 
so far as the Conferotlce could determine 
anything. An improved postal manage- 
ment, a uniform charge upon letters, and 
'mtch other mail arrangements as may in- 
',^aso our facilities of communication be- 
tween port and port, and people and 
ptoplo, were discussed. Aerial and snb- 
marino telegraphs were recommended be- 
tween coast and coast, to bind the strag- 
gling populations together, and shorten ns 
far as may be tbli distances between the 
scattered subjeeWbf the British Empire in 
the South. Extradition laws were intro- 
duced, had a share of attention, and were 
recommended for adoption. It will be seen 
at a glance that such laws will deiiend for 
much of their good effect upon some such 
system of telegraphy as the Conference pro- 
posed to establish. There is a small class 
of criminals among us, who have served a 
goodly numW of apprenticeships to crime. 

They aro not deterred by any moral weak- 
nesses ; nor are tlAiy amenable to any law 
but the law of. person. l.inoonyemcnoe. 

Society has n# warrant for tho good beha- 
viour of such, but that -whicli is to bo found 
ill a speedy and certain detection.

The one cry which/ 
is hoard the loudest from all the producing 
classes in this colony is for cheapness in the 
labour market : the demand of the protec 
tiouists is for dearness everywhere els' 
which simply means poverty and distre 
to all those who liave nothing but labo 
to sell, and all otHer things to buy. Ch( 
labour and protection cannot, ought nof j 
co-exist : they mutually’ conflict at all 
points and everywhere they meet. If by 
a suicidal tariff, we insist upon doubling 
the cost of ail the necessaries of life to the 
working consumer, is it not heartless to i 
ask him for the oaly article he has to seU i 
at such a low price as ho cannot render it i 
at witiiout privation to liiiiiself aud all in \ 
dependence upon him ?

THE "GOODENOUGH” METHOD 
OP SHOEING HORSES. 

[The following dMcription of the nbovo*nam&d 
UBefiil iuvoatioiiw> which is oxtroctetl from tho 
Lmdun will bo road with poculinr in* 

toreat hy everyone iiitereBteJ in the subject, the 
more so un account of an announcement appsar- 
lug in our advertising cohiiuus from a tradcsiimu 
(Mr William liariies) who has had practical ex- 
pcrimico iu tho application of tho now priuciplo 
in England, and w!io is now In a poBitiou to give 
tho public practical evidence of its value ;— ] 

In 18G0, MrGoo<!e)iougb, an Auiericon gentle- 
man (well known in England by hU uBBOciatiou 
with Mr Ravoy), inveutod and patented, a horse* 
shoo which is said to have aueoeoded in aocuring 
uU necedBiry protection to the hoof of tho horse, 
and iu removing, or reducing to a imirimum, thg 
bail elfects of earlier methode of horeO'Shooing. 
Tho principle laid down by Mr Goodenougli is 
that the shoe should resemble, and preserve os 
far as possible, the natural shape of tho hoof of 
which it is a continuation. Tho unshod. horso 
haa tho under surface of his foot oh a* general 
level plane, the frog ami the whole margin of 
the hoof in contact with tho ground, and tho 
■urfsico of the sole, between the frog and margin, 
somewhat raised by its own concavity. The 
Goodenemgh shoo is made precisely to follow the 
outline of the hoof for. which it ia intended, and 
to reach exactly to tho bars, never projecting at 
all beyond the heeL Its upper surface ia per- 
fectly plane and true its under surface ia gene* 
rally concave from the outer to the inner margin, 
the outer margin having, however, a narrow flat 
bearing upon tho ground, and this bearing is in- 
terrupted by portions of the margin being cut 
away, so as to leave a central toe calk, and two 
smaller calks on either side. The elevation of 
these calks is inconsiderable, and their general 
level is the saoie, so that they may be compared 
to a seriesjof short claws on the under surface of 
the shoe. In the notches, or spaces between the 
calks, the nail-holes are bored and couut^-sunk, 
so that the nail-heads are completely buried in 
the shoe. Por frost, shoes are mode in which 
tbe calka have no flat beoring, but are brought 
up to a feather edge, Tho innor margin of the 
shoe is thin, so that its outline passes insensibly 
into that of the sole, and presents no projections 
hy which stones or enow can be retained. The 
method of preparing the foot and of applying 
tho shoe is as follou's. 

In the first place, a shoe which precieely fits 
the cutline of the hoof is selected from the stock. 

If a proper fit cannot be found, any sLghfc altera- 
tion is made by a few blows on the cold iron, or, 
ifhoatingbo necessary, the shoe is made cold 
again before it is applied, and care is taken that 
it remains perfectly level and true. The farrier 
then propares the hoof by cutting or rasping 
away the eurfaoe of that portion of tho crust ou 
which the iron will rest, leaving the centre of 
the sole and the frog and bars untouched. Hav- 
ing given what ho judges to bo a true level to 
this marginal seating for the shoe, the ehoo is 
applied cold, and the hoof is rasped again and 
again, until horn and iron come into perfect con- 
tact in every part. As a guide to the use of the 
rasp, the surface of the shoe ia ruddled, so 
any portions of the horn not touched by it, wCl 
remain nncoloured. The adjustment being cor- 
rect, the shoe ia nailed on in the ordinary way, 
and the process is complete. 

When the ahooa are put on for the first time, 
it will often happen, that the frog, dwarfed and 
deformed by previous ill-treatment, does not 
reach tho ground at once, and for sonio hours, or 
oven for a day or two, the horse may experience 
the Same kind of inconveuience that would be 
felt by a man who woa taken out of very high- 
healed boots, to which he was accustomed, and 
mado to walk on level solos. But a very abort 
time restores the muscles of tho leg to their na- 
tural eq^Kbrium, and relieves the latter discom- 
fort, while, after a few shoeiugs, the frog gets to 
the ground fairly and fully, forming an elastic 
wedge which gives the horse a conscious and 
safe foothold upon every surface. The sole also 
grows somewhat within the circle of the shoe, 
and forms a shouldiu by which the firmness and 
security of the latter are greatly increased, to 
that fewer and smaller nails are required. At 
first, too, it ia necossory to have a considorable 
thickness of iron, in order to supply the place of 
the horn usually removed by the orceasive cut- 
ting of the ordinary farrier ; but when the hoof 
has grown to its natural proportions, smaller wid 
lighter shoes will be sulfieioiit. 

Mr Goodenough claims tor hie system the 
negative merit that tbe shoo, being applied cold, 
docs not injure and weaken tho horn by burning, 
as in the common muthod. He claims the posi* 
tive morita that ** it prevents slipping, over- 
reaching, aud interfering, catting, or picking up 
stones, balling snow or mud, contracted feet, 
corns, Band*crackK, thrush, springing of the 
kneos, Shrinking of tbs shoulders. It also pro- 
veuts tho noila striking the ground while tbe 
foot ia scusitivo from shoeing. A horse will 
I draw with it a greater weight, and travel far- 
ther.” From, caroful oxamination of tho mothod 
and of the results of its employment, wo are of 
opiutou that these, claims ^ scarcely, if at all, 
ovei-atated, aud that Mr GoodenOugh will confer 
the greatest benefits alike ui>on horses ami upon 
those who own or use them. Another advan- 
tage of tho system is one that will be greatly felt 
In the hunting field. The hoof, having its natu- 
ral form aud surface prcaerve<l, draws out of 
clay or mud without the eucrion by which so 
many ortUnaiy shoes are loosened, aud so much 
extra labour Is entailed upoa the horse. It has 
boon oalcubted that this suction may bo nearly 
Ub por lift to each foot, iu addition to the 
weight of tho shoo ; and its total amount at the 
Qud of n day’s work would bo such os to seem 
scarcely crodlhlc.

We take the following from the Evening 
Post : — As a social question, Chinese im- 
migration has already become of import- 
ance. Not only have oiir neighbours in 
Victoria to submit to the spectacle of hea-

extract from a Ballarat paper; “We 

visited in succession the majority of the 
opium shops and houses in which the youn» 
girls are most frequently to be found. The 
first we entered was an opium establish- 
ment. In several of the compartments 
was a small stove, in which charcoal is 
burned, and the heat mingling with the 
smell of the opium rendered the atmosphere 
iu the passage quite unbearable. Stretched 
on a bed iu one of the apartments we found 
two females, whose united ages could not 
amount to thRty years, and who appeared 
to be just recovering from the influence of 
opium smoking. Both could boast of no 
mean personal attractions, and although 
vice was beginning to mark their othevwrie 
pleasant features with plain, legible lines, 
yet one could scarcely conceive, as we were 
afterwards informed was the case, that 
each had completed a training of at least 
two years in the company of the Chinese. 
In the outer room were seated three ugly 
Mongolians, who seemed to be especially 
anxious lest their victims should be taken 
from their custody,” This article goe.s on 
to state how the Chinese Camp at Ballarat 
has gradually become a hotbed of vice ,and 
corruption ; how thieves and robbeis, both 
VI oiigolian and Eiiropran, find refuge there ;
